The 
copper wa* filled witb dynamite.

August Spies, Ailolpli Fischer, Al- 
bert 1{. Parsons and George Eugel 
were hanged lu llie Jill yard at 11 •Jal 
a. m. There was no disturbance of 
any kiud. Tbe trap was apruug by 
Shorid' Canute U. Matsou audEugel'a 
leck was the only one brokan. The 
other three were strangled to death. 
Spies last worda were : "There will 
come a tune whea our bileme will be 
more powerful than the voices Ihej 
are strangling to death." Fischer and 
Kngel bolli died willi llie words 
•II urr&li for Anarchy" on their lipa 
and Parsons waa hedging to be al- 
lowed an opportunity tu speak wlien 
tbo trap fell. His last words were: 
"Let tlie voice of I lie people b* heard." 
All of the men died game. The 
bodies were luriied over lo the fami- 
lies of the dead and were interred on 
Sunday. Tlieilayor granted permis- 
sion for a funeral proce«aiou to be 
had, but refuaed to allow any (peeob- 
e* to be made.

In- 
cendiary speeches were made by 
Spies, I'araona, Flelden and olhera. 
An extra detail of police were or- 
dered to diepene the meeilDg. Im- 
mediately a dyuamlte bomb wu 
thrown and Matthaia Degan and 
five olbor polieeiaaa wonktiled gnd 
many otllart Wounded. The police 
fired Into tbe mob and a number of 
the AnarcbUt* were killed aad the 
rc»l put to lligbt, lifter many aholi 
bad hscii flred. Seven of the ring 
leader* were arraated and their trial 
began on June 21*1. Paraon*, who 
badeeoapad, walked into tbe court 
room and gave biaaelf up and aaked 
lobe tried with the othera. The 
seven named above were aeutenccd 
to death and Neebe, the eighth, to 
life iinpriaonilMBt. The case went 
up fiom eourt to eonrt until the I'. 
S. Supreme oourtbad pasted up|on it, 
declluiiig to Interfere. Tlieii three 
of tbe condemned — Spies, Schwab 
and Fieldeu— threw themselves upon 
the mercy of tbe Governor with the 
result above given. Tbe other four 
refuted to beg for mercy. 

Of the seven men Spies was 23 
yoara old and editor of tbe Arbeiler 
Zittwitg, Ue wa* born in He**e and 
oame to America la 1872. He wu 
unmarried, though a cranky young 
female named Nina Van Zandt wu 
marriad to bim by proxy lut »nm- 
mer, hia brother repreeentlng him at 
the allegtd otrnaony. 

Farton* waa bom in Montgomery, 
Ala., in 18M and waa a Confederate 
aoldier. Ue eubcequenUy edited the 
Bptolator, a weekly paportt l^aco, 
Tex. Ue married a mulatto in 1872 
and wu ibroad to laave Texaa. Ue 
became editor of the Alarm at 
Chicago in 1884. He leave* two 
children and a wife who I* a worse 
Aiiarcblat than he waa. 

Lingg was 23 year* old aad waa 
born in Germany. He bad baen in 
this country but flra year*. He wu 
a carpenter aad boabHOaltar. Ue 
leave* uo family. 

Fitcber waa lOfeaia old aad alto 
a Dative of Omtmafr Bo wu a 
printer and formaal|r WOikaioaa 
paper iu Naabviilo, Ttoo. He leavM 
a wife and obildrea. 

Engel waa bora la Oormany in 
1836 and aamo.|p l|)><gn la 1873 
Ue wu a rabid aoeialiat aad anarch- 
ist. He iMTOa a wife and children.

Id iis il 
by a spoii<;(? for tlio use of the plants, 
and if a diouglit shouM intervene thcrtx. . 
Is a supply of wiitor just whoru the 
plants w:int it, and when exhausted its 
pl.Tce is nt onen supplied by capillary 
»tli:ii ti(in from bnlnw. It will thus liii 
seen that liy deep iilowiii^ llie farmer 
provides against drought by having a 
supply of water In reserve, or a place 
roiiily to receive and hold It whenever 
It comes. The better to insure this, 
however, ns well M to facilitate the 
escape of too nineh water, it Is hotter 
to use a subsoil plow iind an additional 
tnam, running tho same liniiieilialely 
after the breaking plow, and ripiiiii;; 
up the subsoil the desired depth. This 
need not be done (or every crop raised 
on tiia land, but only Onee in tvery 
throe or four years.
